Justice Whittaker, who came 
to the high court from the 
Eighth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, actually went through two 
oath-taking ceremonies.

The argument: 

Business failures have just 
climbed to the highest level 
since 1939. During January and 
February, they averaged 1147. 
The monthly average in 1956 
was 1057. Obviously, it’s harder 
to make a go of business. This 
also reflects tightness in the 
money market. Only when cred- 
itors clamp down—demand to 
be paid—do business firms bite 
the dust. Liabilities per failure 
also are up. They averaged $52,- 
000 in the first two months of 
this year versus a $44,000 av- 
erage during 1956. 

Inventories are burdensome. 
They total $88,700,000,000, a 7 | 
per cent increase over a year | 
ago and the highest dollar total | 
on record. This wouldn't be ex- | 


cessive if sales were expanding. 
But they aren’t. Take steel. Fab- 
ricators bought ahead in an- 
ticipation of price rises, and 
now they’re using up stocks. 
Don’t be surprised if the steel 
rate gets into the low eighties 
—that is around 80 per cent of 
capacity. It’s now 93 per cent. 
Housing Magic Number Broken. 

The automobile industry is 
still waiting for clear weather 
and better sales volume. Deal- 
ers’ inventories at the end of | 
February were 700,000 passen- | 
ger cars, according to Automo- 
tive News, an increase of 100.- 
000 over January. To be sure, 
the total is 200,000 below a year 
ago. But Automotive News re-| 
ports that dealers are crying 
“Enough.” 


Housing starts in February 
slipped below the “magic” 
million-a-year annual fate, 
the supposed minimum need- 
ed to meet the annual growth 
in new families and the aban- 
donment of obsolete dwell- 
ings. And applications for 
FHA and VA loans were quite 
low, This hardly augurs any 
prompt upturn—regardless of 
government efforts to .stimu- 
late construction.

Bears Become Livelier. 


You can even work up uneasi- 
ness over the plans of business | 
men to spend a record-breaking | 
$37,400,000,000 on plant and'| 
equipment this year. That's 6.5 | 
per cent above last year (as | 
noted in this column a week 
ago). But the quarterly esti- 
mates of the Department of 
Commerce and Securities and 
Exchange Commission suggest 
that outlays will be in a down- 
trend in the second half of the 
year. Here’s the presumptive 
spending pattern (seasonally 
adjusted annual rates):

This accumulation of evidence | 
has induced misgivings in Wall | 
Street, where the motto seems 
to -be, “Whatever doesn’t go 
up must come down.” Bears 
have been unusually active in 
the last two months. The short 
interest in stocks listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange in- 
creased 34 per cent between 
Jan. 15 (2,238,573 shares) and 
March 15 (3,002,500 shares). 
This bearishness is spread ever 
918 different stocks versus only 
2 in January. 


* Other Side of Argument. 


» So much for bearishness. On 
the optimistic side, it’s well to 
femember this. We've been 
bumping against a ceiling. Ma- 
terials, machinery and man- 
power have been short. We 
haven't had much room for ex- | 
pansion. We've been catching 
up. And in some industries— 
autos, TVs, household appli- 
ances, textiles, steel, copper— 
capacity has caught up to de- 
mand, satisfied demand tempo- 
rarily.

Minister are well satisfied with 
the results of this conference, 
at which a number of decisions 
have been taken. They intend 
to continue the exchange of 
views so well begun. 

Agreements Reached. 

The agreements and conclu- 
sions reached on the main sub- 
jects discussed at the confer- 
ence are annexed.

CIVIL RIGHTS BILL 


CURBS FREEDOM 


By EDWARD F. WOODS

WASHINGTON, March 25— 

The congressional fight over 
civil rights legislation shifted | 
to the full Senate judiciary 
committee today with Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings (Dem.), 
Missouri, renewing his attack 
on allegations that pending 
measures would result in a 
curb on the traditional right of 
trial by jury. 

Opponents of the Administra- 
tion's civil rights measure have 
been making considerable head- 
way with their argument that it 
provides for “government by in- 
junction” and would deprive. 
persons accused of violating 
civil rights statutes of “the 
precious constitutional  safe- 
guard of trial by jury.” _-’ 

The point is one on which 
learned lawyers have been | 
arguing on both sides. Over | 
the weekend, Hennings circu- | 
lated among his colleagues on | 
the committee, all lawyers, a. 
memorandum intended to set. 
the record straight on the legal 
basis for trial by jury. 

At today’s meeting of the 
Judiciary Committee, Hennings 
moved that the legislation be 
taken up immediately, but 
Southern members succeeded in 
delaying action on the civil 
rights measure for at least a 
week. 

Explains His Stand. 

“During the last week or so,” 
Hennings said in his memoran- 
dum, “effort has been made to 
convince the Congress and’ the 
public that the injunctive relief 
contained in the pending civil 
rights legislation would result | 
in deprivation of ‘the right of 
trial by jury’.” 

He said that to lay minds 
there might be something “‘su- | 
perficially plausible’ in the 
contention but that he was “cer- 
tain that lawyers will see that 
the charge is essentially without | 


foundation in fact.” i 


Hennings said that the con- 
cept of jury trial is a limited 
one, both traditionally and con- 
stitutionally. It is well known, 
he went on, that a person is not 
entitled to a jury trial in every 
type of criminal proceeding. 

“In fact,” he said, “the Con- 
stitution provides for jury trial 
in only two types of preceed- 
ings: criminal prosecutions and 
civil actions at law for money 
damages in excess of a certain 
amount.” 

The injunctive process, he 
said. was first established to 
provide relief in unusual cir- 
cumstances, where the regular 
law courts cannot be counted 
on to provide relief, and the 
injunctive process serves the 
same purpose today. 

“One such unusual cireum- 
stance,” he said, “exists today, | 
where the civil and criminal | 
procedures cannot be relied | 
upon to provide relief in cer- | 
tain cases of violation of voting 
rights. We know that, regard- | 
less of the facts, juries in some 
such cases are not likely to 
convict. An alternative is the 
grant of injunctive relief to the 
United States.” 

He said that under the pro- 
posed legislation if an injunc- | 
tion against violation of the | 
right to vote were willfully dis- | 
obeyed by voting officials, such | 
officials would be in contempt | 
of court and contempt proceed- 
ings could be undertaken by 
the federal judge without a 
jury. 

“However,” Hennings said, 
“there is nothing in our Con-| 
stitution, our historical devel- 
opment, or our tradition which 
guarantees a jury trial in a 
chancery or equity proceeding. | 
Furthermore, in both civil and | 
criminal cases to punish for vio- | 
lation of an injunction, there | 
is no right to a trial by jury 
if the United States has been 
a party litigant, with one ex- 
ception.” ; 

Cites Exception. 

There is only’ one type of 
case in which a person charged 
with contempt is entitled to a 
trial by jury when the United 
States is a party, Hennings said. 
This is in the case of labor dis- 
putes where injunctions are 
obtained under the Norris-La 
Guardia Act and even this ex- 
ception, he said, now is dead 
for all practical purposes be? 
cause injunctions in labor dis- 
putes today are obtained under 
the Taft-Hartley Act, which 
does not provide jury trial for 
violations of injunctions, or un- 
der state laws, which may or 
may not provide jury trials. 

Under present law, the Gov- 
ernment can enforce civil 
rights only through criminal 
prosecutions. The Administra- 
tion legislation would empower 
the Federal Government to use 
for injunctions or to seek oth- 
er civil remedies. 

“It is not a valid argument,” 
Hennings said, “to say that the 
proposed legislation would de- 
prive a person of the right to 
trial by jury by permitting the 
Government to institute pro- 
ceedings for preventive relief 

as well as criminal prosecu- 
tions. Such an argument seems 
to say that persons who pro- 
pose to violate the Constitu- 
tion provisions guaranteeing 
civil rights have a constitution- 
al right to be subjected only 
to a criminal prosecution.” 

Hennings submitted a list of 
28 federal statutes to support 
his point that Congress has the 
power to decide whether for- 
bidden conduct shall be 
reached by civil proceedings or 
by criminal proceedings, or by 
both.

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Foods of Other Lands Now at Home on American Tables Result of Trend T

W 


HEN the culinary history 
of this century is written 
several hundred years from 
now by some food editor who 
will refer with tolerant amuse- 
ment to the archaic days of 
electronic ovens’ and frozen 
foods, it certainly will go down 
as the era in which Americans 
discovered the foods of other 
lands and made them a part of 
tneir way of life. 


Of course, for generations 
world travelers have regaled 
their friends with tales of gus- 
tatory treats in far-away places, 
and most of the larger Ameri- 
can cities have had quaint little 
“atmosphere” restaurants which 
specialized in foreign foods 
where one went as a sort of a 
lark. 


But it has been within the 
last decade that the foods of 
other lands have become at 
home on the tables of American 
homes. This marked trend 
toward foreign cookery began 
soon after the close of World 
War II, when returning service 
men brought with them an ap- 
preciation of unfamiliar foods 
they had tasted in various 
theaters of operation and urged 
their womenfolk to try to re- 
create these dishes from vague 
descriptions. 


With the great boom in for- 
eign travel during recent years, 
more and more United States 
citizens have come home with 
prized recipes among their sou- 
venirs, and this interest in for- 
eign foods has ceased to be a 
fad and has become an estab- 
lished part of today’s food pic- 
ture. 


As American regional cooking 
fades into the past because of 
improved transportation and 
preservation methods and ex- 
tensive domestic travel, ‘one- 
world” cooking is rapidly tak- 
ing its place. 


One facet of the foreign food 
theme is that it lends itself 
ideally to entertaining,.since it 
takes only a little imagination 
to create a table setting in keep- 
ing with the menu. To really 
get into the spirit of the thing, 
the hostess might don the na- 
tive costume and play records 
typical of the country as back- 
ground music for conversation. 


Certainly it would be a sim- 
ple matter to reproduce the 
Oriental setting shown in the 
illustration. The menu for this 
Japanese buffet consists of the 
famous Sukiyaki, lots of hot 
buttered rice, a relish plate of 
fresh crispy vegetables and 
pickles (‘always pickles, in 
Japan), milk, and for dessert a 
bowl of fresh fruit served with 
Almond Butter Cookies. One 
word of warning: Be sure to 
serve an edd number of dishes. 
The Japanese, a superstitious 
people, serve an even number 
only at funeral dinners. 

Sukiyaki. 


Two pounds beef round or 
rib steak, cut one-half inch 
thick.

Expert Gives 


To Questions About Fish 


the Answers

Q. What should be our chief 
concern in cooking fish? 

A. Don’t overcook. Swimming 
fis such easy work for a fish 
that it doesn’t develop tough 
muscles. 


Q. How do fish fillets differ 
from steaks? ‘ 

A. Fillets are sides of the fish 
cut away from the backbone, 
and therefore are practically 
boneless. Fish steaks are slices 
cut through the fish from back 
to stomach. Both forms are 
ready to cook as purchased. 


By the way, the American 
spelling, fillet, is pronounced 
fil’-let; the 
French spell- 
ing, filet, is 
pronounced fi- 
lay’. 


Q. What are 
fish sticks? 

A. The fish 
processor buys 
- great blocks of 
“% solid boneless 
; fish, made by 
' filleting and 
Frances Smith olga Se age 
soon after they are landed at 
the dock. 


By machine, these blocks are 
cut into sticks three or four 
inches long, which are dipped 
into beaten eggs, then into fine 
bread crumbs, deep-faj-fried 
until partially cooked, frozen 
and packaged. 

The homemaker has only to 
finish the cooking by heating 
the sticks according to package 
directions. In this way, she 
truly finishes the cooking proc- 
ess—she does not merely reheat 
cooked fish. 


Q. In describing fish at the 
market, what do these terms 
mean: “Whole,” “drawn,” 
“dressed’’? 

A. A whole fish is just as it 
comes from the water. A drawn 
fish has been scaled and the 
insides removed. And a dressed 
fish has been scaled and 
cleaned, with head and fins re- 
moved—in short, ready to cook 
and serve.

Included in the latter group 
was sharp criticism of federal 
housing authorities for alleged 
failure to end racial discrimina- 
tion in public housing. The re- 
sort said the federal housing 
administration was “fostering 
the creation of all-white sub- 
urbs.” 

The A.C.L.U, said improve- 
ment was still needed in the 
government's lovalty- 
security program for civilian 
employes and in the Army's 
military personnel security set- 
up. 

Infringement of civil liberties 


‘is still threatened by “official

Yet it is a 
healthy thing, too, that the President insisted 
on emphasizing United Nations resolutions as 
laying down the governing principles for joint 
policy on the Middle East.

The Prime Minister is said to have spent a 
good deal of time warning Mr. Eisenhower 
against the “unreliability” of the Asian-African 
bloc which plays such a large role in the U.N. 
General Assembly. British sensibilities are 
bound to be sensitive on this point, but the 
President is right in working with the leaders 
of the Asian and African nations as well as 
with the bigger powers like Britain and France. 


The Asian and African nations do not have 
as much military strength and prestige as some 
other U.N. members, but they represent the 
principal battleground of the future between 
Communism and freedom, and it is important 
that the West prove its willingness to adjust its 
policy to their views. 

Adjustment does not mean _ subservience, 
When the Asian-African bloe is wrong it will 
have to be ‘opposed as firmly as anybody else. 
Nor can the responsibility for leadership be 
evaded by “letting the U.N. do it.” The United 
States must have a firm policy of its own, But 
to work with the underdeveloped nations in ar- 
riving at that policy is sound and far-sighted.

Somewhat surprising was the emphasis given 
in the Bermuda communique to nuclear weapons 
testing. The Prime Minister must have re- 
flected strong sentiment at home for some ges- 
ture toward limitation or elimination of tests. 


The communique says that at the present 
time tests cannot safely be limited because en- 
forcement of an agreement is impossible “for 
technical reasons.” It is regrettable that the 
conferees did not explain this, for a great deal of 
scientific comment has led the public to believe 
that the “technical reasons” supported the 
other side of the argument. Tests of super- 
bombs are said to be detectable anywhere in 
the world, so that any violation of a ban on 
them would instantly be known by the other 
side. Why would this not make enforcement 
feasible and practical? 

It is reassuring, however, to be told that 
tests will be kept to such a level as will not 
contribute seriously to a hazardous level of 
radiation, And the two leaders again offer to 
accept Venited international observation of tests 
if Russia will do the same. The world must 
hope that some such limited approach will 
make Jarger steps possible, and that the dis- 
armament talks now being resumed in London 
will at last get off dead center. 
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The Crux of Pollution Control 


Enforcement is the nub of the stream pollu- 
tion bill which has been reported out in the 
Missouri Senate. Creating a Water Pollution 
Board will serve little purpose if it does not 
possess authority to crack down on unco-opera- 
tive, persistent offenders. Misdemeanor fines 
of $25 to $500 will hardly do the job, as hard 
as single offenses are to prove at law, and a 90- 
day jail sentence is so stiff it is unlikely to be 
invoked. 

What Missouri needs is legislation which will 
make it impossible to build an industrial plant 
without proper provision for pollution control, | 
or a residence without adequate means for sew- 
age disposal. The enforcement agency, whether 
the present one or a new one, should be author- 
ized to go ihto court and close down an offend, 
ing plant and keep it closed down until pollu 
tion-control facilities have been provided. | 

When that is done, whether by the present 
Department of Health or the proposed new 
Pollution Board, Missouri will be on the way 
to cleaning its poisoned streams.

As Home Building Falls Off 

The testimony of Home Builder William J. 
Levitt before a Senate Banking subcommittee 
will raise anew the question of whether the na- 
tional economy has turned some sort of corner 
while everybody was looking the other way. 

Until now the danger uppermost in the ex- 
perts’ minds has been inflation, and the first 
responsibility of government has been regarded 
as that of damping down the fires to relieve 
the pressure. But Mr. Levitt points out that 
new-home starts fell in February to an annual 
rate of 910,000, the lowest since 1949 and con- 
siderably lower than had been expected. 

He predicts that the March figure will be 
even lower, and that it is already too ‘late to 
bring this year’s starts up to the 1,000,000 rate 
which is generally regarded as healthy. 

To this testimony, which may or may not be 


overly pessimistic, must be added the March » 


report from the Department of Commerce to 
the effect that the plant expansion boom is 
leveling off. Business investment for new plant 
and equipment this year is still expected to be. 
642 per cent higher than in 1956: But last 
year’s increase over 1955 was 22 per cent, and 
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showed symptoms of deflation. This much is 
certain: a basic industry like homebuilding can- 
not be permitted to remain under-employed too 
long without affecting the ecomomy as a whole. 
And with young people joining the working 
force every year, am economy that does not 
keep growing is really declining. 
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More Instructive by the Day 

The Charter hearings are proving to be more 
than ordinarily instructive. Not only have they 
provided a stage upon which the opposition has 
been unmasked as the’ same old crowd that has 
fought Mayor Tucker and municipal reform all 
along. They-now have made it-clear that the 
Negro community is not So sélidly anti-Charter 
as some Negro politicians pretend it is. 

Freeholder C, B. Broussard, for example, is 
entitled to warm congratulations for announcing 
that he would “enthusiastically support” the 
Charter with the 7-7-1 alderntanic plan though 
he does not favor the plan. Mr. Broussard and 
David M. Grant, another Freeholder, are: the 
first Negroes ever elected to city-wide offices 
in St. Louis. ; 

Mr. Broussard seems to be taking a comnwu- 
nity-wide view of the Charter. Some might evén 
call it an “integrated view,” sirice he is respor 
sible to the whole city, not merely a part of it, 
Mr. Grant on the other hand continues to take 
the narrow view of the Negro politicians, and 
says he will not support any Charter containing 
a 7-7-1 plan. 

Another interesting development is that the 
St. Louis branch of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People evi- 
dently has not yet taken a stand on the Charter 
or 7-7-1. The branch's president, Ernest Callo- 
way, has been an outspoken opponent of the 
aldermanic plan, and some people have drawn 
the conclusion he spoke for the organization. 
Evidently not. Mr. Calloway is research direc- 
tor of the Teamsters’ union, whose anti-Charter 
history goes back to the 1949-50 Charter. 

On the other hand, Joseph W. B. Clark, a 
member of the executive committee of the 
N.A.A.C.P., has come out for 7-7-1. In answer 
to those who say Negroes would not be repre- 
sented adequately under this plan, he noted 
with some irony that they are not now repre- 
sented in the Missouri Senate, although two 
St. Louis senatorial districts are largely Negro. 
These are the Fifth, represented by Senator 
Kinney, and the Seventh of Senator Hogan. 
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To Hold the AEC in Line 


Senator Anderson’s proposals affecting the 
Atomic Energy Commission could go far to- 
ward re-establishing public confidence in that 
agency. They would discourage such high- 
handed tactics as Chairman Strauss has used 
in passing upon a proposed atomic electric 
plant of questionable safety near Detroit. 

In that case, which is not yet settled, the 
commission bypassed the report of its own 
safety committee and suppressed the report for 
four months. When a hearing was demanded 
by several labor unions, the commission in its 
discretion chose to grant the request—but it 
might have decided the other way. 

The Senator from. New Mexico. proposes to 
correct both those conditions. He would give 
the safety committee statutory status, require 
the commission to let the safety committee re- 
view certain applications, and further require 
the commission to make public the safety com- 
mittee’s reports within security. bounds. Hear- 
ings would be made mandatory in the case of 
specified types of reactors. 

The Atomic Energy Commission because of 
its very nature has had to be equipped with 
powers which in government generally would 
be.so extreme as to be undesirable. It has not 
thrived on them, The more Congress can spell 


out the commission's duties, as Senator Ander- \ 


son is trying to do here, the better it will be 
for the public the commission serves, 
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German Military Bargaining 

When it is brought into being, West Ger- 
many’s NATO army will not look very much 
like the original specifications. Chancellor. 
Adenauer now has backed Defense Minister 
Strauss in calling for “parity” in armaments. 
This means atomic and nuclear weapons which 
the Germans are not supposed to have. 

The Germans were to raise 12 divisions— 
500,000 men — armed only with conventional 
weapons, but the Chancellor and the Minister 
are determined to follow the manpower and 
weapons patterns of the American and British 
forces. ‘Further, they want to produce the new 
weapons in Germany.; This is forbidden by 


treaty, but Bonn’ already has persuaded the 


member nations of the Western European Union 
to appeal to NATO for a review of the limita- 
tions on the German military ¢stablishment. 

The reasom for bringing up these matters at 
this time may be largely political. With na- 
tional elections in the offing, the revised pro- 
gram may persuade German vaters—who show 
no eagerness for rearmament—that the new 
weapons will allow the gévernment to call rela- 
tively fewer men to the colors. German indus- 
try will be gratified in its desire to get into 
the atomic and.nuclear fields. And both pride 
and the desire for security will be served by 
German arms’as modern as any others. 

In the long run, it is inevitable that a sover- 
eign and highly industrialized nation will bring 
its military up to modern standards. Short of 
international disarmament agreements, that can 
only be delayed, Statesmen must face this fact. 
But for the moment, it would seem, Gérman 
politicians are seeking to persuade the voters 
that Bonn will get a good army at bargain rates 
—at least so far as manpower goes. 


State Help for the Urban Areas 

A bill that could lead to more efficient and 
economical local government in Missouri has 
been reported favorably by the Missouri Sen- 
ate's judiciary committee. In our opinion it de- 


, serves broad, bipartisan support, especially from 


those legislative delegations representing the 
state's principal centers of population. 

The measure, spohsored by State Senator E. 
Gary Davidson of Webster Groves, would set up 
a permanent joint legislative committee to study 
what the General Assembly could do to ease the 
problems of Missouri's urban areas. A lot can 
be done, much of it without waiting for the com- 
mittee to be created.

Evidence multiplies that the Admin- 
istration, and for that matter the 
American people in gengral, seriously 
misconceives the character and possi- 
bilities of the United Nations. Multi- 
tudes seem to regard it as a kind of 
supergovernment that can guarantee 
peace. The present Administration 
never loses an occasion, even in an- 
nouncing the Eisenhower Doctrine, to 
assure the world of our continued de- 
votion to the U.N, 


These liturgical observances are 
usually the expressions of the convic- 
tion that loyalty to the United Nations 
can be the totality of our foreign policy, 


The United Nations is not a super- 
government awaiting only a few consti- 
tutional changes, such as abolition of 
the veto in the Security Council, to be 
a perfect instrument of peace. It is an 
international arrangement accurately 
mirroring the power realities at the end 
of the ond World War, and the 
needs of a nascent world community 
that still had to be integrated. 


The Security Council is the organ 
of the great powers, though it does not 
now reflect the diminution of strength 
in British and French power. 


The real trouble, of course, ts that 
there is a deep rift between the major 
powers, between Russia and America 
particularly, that causes difficulty in 
making the Security Council an instru- 
ment of international action, though it 
still serves a useful purpose as a bridge 
between totalitarianism and the so- 
called free world. 


As to Big Nations’ Defiance 


This rift invalidates all the schemes 
for putting this or that part of the 
world under the control of the United 
Nations, as for instance, the proposal 
for Formosan trusteeship. This em- 
barrassment cannot be overcome con- 
stitutionally by the abolition of the 
veto in the Council, for the veto is the 
constitutional acknowledgment that 
there is no sufficient collective force in 
the United Nations to prevent any one 
of the big nations from defying its 
decrees. Neither Russia nor the United 
States Senate would drop the veto. 


Beyond the pride of Russia and 
America there is the pride of sover- 
eignty in all the nations. The United 
Nations has in no way abridged that 
sovereignty. 

The difficulties about the Security 
Council have prompted the free nations 
to enlarge the power of the General 
Assembly, which is a sounding board, 
though not a parliament, of the com- 
munity of nations. It is prevented from 
being a real parliament because the 
votes in the Assembly have no corre- 
spondence to power and prestige. 


Power of Asian-African Bloc 
This fact has been made more vivid 


dence between the two Anglo-Saxon 
powers prove that the stronger of these 
two powers had no idea of the value 
of the residual prestige of the weaker. 

Furthermore, Secretary DulPes’s 
rather cheap charge of “colonialism” 
against both Britain and France re- 
vealed his obtuseness, particularly to 
the fact that Britain, after liquidating 
an empire, had incorporated many of 
the former colonial nations into the 
Commonwealth and had considerably 
more prestige in Asia than we. 


Moreover, the charge of colonialism 
in the Suez crisis expressed a lack of 
empirical wisdom; for slogans could 
not do justice to the fact that a for- 
merly subjected and colonial nation 
may now be the bearer of imperial 
ambitions, and that those ambitions 
may threaten the lifeline of Europe. 


‘Same Law for Friend or Foe?’ 


President Eisenhower and Secretary 
Dulles seem consistently intent on ob- 
scuring power realities in the United 
Nations. The President thus. explains 
the Hungarian defiance and the British 
acceptance of U.N, orders in purely 
moral terms. A Communist nation is 
not as moral as the two western nations 
and therefpre does not obey the “law,” 
meaning the U.N. directive, 

This explanation obscures the fact 
that the United Nations could not co- 
erce Russia, which stood behind. the 
Hungarian puppet government, while 
we could coerce our allies. We did so 
on the high moral ground that there 
must be the sarhe law for friend or foe, 
which assumes that the United Nations 
is really the source of positive law. 


The political and moral confusion 
was even clearer in the case of Israel. 


‘That nation was unwilling to evacuate 


the Gaza Strip because the issue was a 
matter of life and death. Israel quit 
only upon guarantees that the United 
Nations Emergency Force would take 
over the Gaza Strip together with the 
approaches to the Gulf of Aqaba. The 
President expressed hope that Israel 
would yield on the basis of his confidence 
in its “decent respect to the opinions 
of mankind.” But Israel certainly could 
have no res for the stategic wisdom 
of the world’s most powe nation. 
What respect could Israel have for the

Between Book Ends 


Biography of Approval 
PATRICK J. HURLEY, by Den Lohbeck. 
(Regnery, 513 pgs., $6.50.) 


This is a valuable, although generally 
uncritical biography of one of the most 


flamboyant characters to march across . 


the stage of American life in this cen- 
tury, written by the former St. Louis 
associate of Gerald L. K. Smith. Patrick 


J. Hurley, millionaire lawyer-politician- « 


diplomat-soldier, has been on this stage 
since 1900 and more often than not he 
has been the center of controversy. As 
a’ Republican member of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's wartime team, he gave un- 
stintingly of his talents and services. 
W hat controversy 
surrounds his 
World War II rec- 
ord is, in some 
measure, the result 
» of partisanship and 
the bitter and basic 
disagreements over 
this nation’s China 
policy. 

When Mr. Roose- 
velt chose Mr. Hur- 
ley for the first of 
his many World 
War II diplomatic 
missions, the late 
President re- 
marked that he 


Patrick J. Hurley 
needed an “adventurer, a man who 


loves to take chantes ,.. a man with a 
little piracy in his blood.” © President 
Roosevelt chose Well, for Mr. Hurley 
— been something of a pirate all his 
ife. 

His early years were spent on the 
Oklahoma prairies among the Choctaw 
Indians and with Will Rogers. He 
worked his way through college and 
law school to become:an eminently suc- 
cessful corporation lawyer. He was 
Secretary of War under Herbert Hoo- 
ver; having enlisted in World War I as 
a private, he rose to become a colonel 
in that war and a general in World 
War II. It was in this second war that 
Gen. Hurley achieved his considerable 
notoriety. 

And it is with Gen. Hurley’s service 
on Roosevelt’s wartime team that Don 
Lohbeck deals with the most care. Far 
the greater portion of the book treats 
the China question from the author's 
view (and evidently Hurley’s also) that 
the State Department betrayed China 
to the Communists. 

Gen. Hurley’s point of view on the 
China tangle is not new. And the au- 
thor’s detailed rehashing of the events 
that Jed up to the Communist seizure 
of ina presents little new light on 
that controversial era. Nevertheless, 
Gen. Hurley’s own role is more graphi- 
cally illuminated here than in any other 
account of that era. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Lohbeck’s biogra- 

hy of approval tends to suggest that 

r. Hurley was almost invariably right, 
while everyone else was wrong. The 
reader must sift through the uncritical 
cloud of praise for Hurley’s stand to 
judge for himself the rightness and 
wrongness of American policy in China. 
This is not to say that the book is un- 
important; quite to the contrary, it 
retells the of an epoch through 
the a of one who played a vital 
role in period.

SHOW OF WOODCUT 
BY WERNER DREVE 


Prints on Western Themes 
Are Showpieces of 
Exhibition.

A collection of 35 woodcuts 
by Werner Drewes, on view at 
the Cassell and Paul gallery, 
1006 Olive street, brings into 
deserved prominence in St. 
Louis his recent works in this 
field. 

A number of the prints are 
from groups that Drewes had 


in one-man shows last October 
in Los Angeles and since then 
in San Francisco. To these, 
he has added a series done this 
year on various Western 
themes, and for sheer power 
and boldness these are the 
showpieces of the exhibition. 
“Giant Redwoods” is a nar- 
row vertical print of long shafts 
of black, brown and white in 
an arrangement that composes 
tree trunks in a towering forest 
structure. A few spaces away 
on the wall, another print with 
the same title is recognizable 
only on second glance as hav- 
ing been made from the same 
plates, for it is in black and 
gray, and the alteration of col-

relationships within the print. 


izes the tree shapes as archi- 
tectural elements in a single 
impression of black, so stark 
that the black areas seem to 
take form by the effect of 
white light pouring through the 
design as much as from their 
own definitions.

Drewes often makes abstrac- 
tions of the forms in his 
themes, but he consistently re- 
tains the image in his prints 
as in the paintings for which 
he is equally noted.

Young Men Building Vanguard as First 
Earth Satellite: Are Solid Scientists, 
No Longer Called Crackpots; They 
Will Need Amateur Moonwatchers 


THE SITE OF THE PROPOSED EARTH SATELLITE LAUNCHING, THE

They don’t carry ray guns, 
or wear weird metal helmets, 
but there are “space men” hard 
at work today in the United 
States. This is the second of 
two articles about the men of 
“Project Vanguard,” who are 
building and “preparing to 
launch the first man-made earth 
satéllite.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 

. March 25 (INS). 
HE men on this earth sat- 
T ellite project, 32-year-old 
Elliot Felt Jr., said by way 
of summing up, “have their 
heads in the stars and their 

feet on the ground.” 


Right now, the Vanguard men 
are building things never fab- 
ricated before to withstand 
forces never encountered be- 
fore. And they are doing this 
under a tight schedule with the 
scientific prestigé of the United 
States at stake. 

But star-gazing and the lure 
of working on the frontier of 
the unknown and unexplored 
have infected the satellite peo- 
ple with enthusiasm and excite- 
ment. 

In many ways they are just 
like you and mez they live in 
suburban ramblers, raise kids, 
watch the fights on TV, try to 
save a few dollars and admire 
sports cars in the show win- 
dows. : 

Mostly they are in their thir- 
ties and early forties, young in 
comparison with men in posi- 
tions of similar responsibilities 
in other occupations. 


But their work has set them 
apart, even from engineers and 
other scientists. The world of 
rockets and space flight has 
required new techniques, new 
knowledge. 

It means working in isolation 
at remote and heavily-guarded 
bases. In the “early” rocket 
days a generation ago, the idea 
of interplanetary flight, inevi- 
tably entwined in rocket re- 
search, was considered crackpot 
thinking. 

Felt, a Philadelphian who is 
operations ‘manager for the 
Glenn L. Martin Co.’s part in 
Vanguard, recalls the ribbing 
he and others took when they 
were working on the Martin- 
United States Navy Viking roc- 
ket in the late 1940s. Said Felt: 

“The men on other, ‘more 
practical’ projects used to say, 
‘Here comes the space men,’ 
Buck Rogers, blast 


upper-air research rocket and 
still holds the announced single 
rocket altitude record of 158 
miles. 

In the ‘early days,’ Viking 
launchings at White Sands Prov- 
ing Ground, near Alamogorda, 
N.M., were frustrating affairs. 
Motor blow-ups, steering fail- 
ures, slipping gyros, frozen 
valves assailed the rocket men 
and molded them into a tight 
little group. 

Today that’s all changed. Vik- 
ing’s eventual vindication and 
the great prestige attached to 
Vanguard have made research 
rocket people the honored elite 
instead of a conspiratorial group 
of off-beat technicians. 

Who are séme of these men 
attempting to boost man into 
outer space? 

There is Dr. John P. Hagen, 
a soft-speaking, pipe-smoking 
astronomer who once tgught 
physics at Wesleyan University 
in Massachusetts. 

He has been studying the 
stars and worlds beyond since 
his undergraduate days at Bos- 
ton University. Dr. Hagen, with 
over-all responsibility for Van- 
guard at Naval Research Lab- 
oratory, Washington, D.C., says 
he will be most happy if his 
men succeed in getting just one 


satellite sphere in “long play- 
ing” orbit. 

Technical director for Van-

The military services, under 
Navy management, were called 
in for the first two tasks. A 
panel of scientific advisers, rep-

here. 


It is suggested that there are 
‘nore humane ways to kill live- 
stock for meat and that you and 
I, as individuals, can do some- 
thing about getting them put 
into use by writing our Con- 
gressmen, the President and 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 

This is something in which 
housewives can “ake an active 
part by writing to the Humane 
Society of the United States, 
733 ifteenth street, N.W., 
Washington 5, D.C., for “Facts 
About Megat,” a pamphlet that 
details the facts I have used 
in brief.

Recipes for 
Leftover 
Pork Roast

for Sunday use, we usually | 
count on it to supply the | 
meat for at least one other din- 
ner and to furnish a few left- 
overs for another evening or | 
midday meal. C¢ytain meats | 
such as pork, for instance, seem |

heating. The cover may be re- | 
moved after a time. Thick apple 
siices may then be arranged 
around the meat. When they | 
are almost tender, they may be 
sprinkled with white or brown | 
sugar that will melt in a few 
minutes. A rather low tempera- 


ture should be used during the |~

whole period. 

The apples need not be pared 
before they are sliced. They 
may or may not be cored. With- 
out coring, the slices will hold 
their shape better and it is not 
too inconvenient to avoid the 
seeds and the core while the 
apples are being consumed, 

If you like, the pork roast 
may be sliced and the pieces 
arranged alternately with the 
applés in a shallow casserole, 
the latter to be sprinkled with 
sugar and cinnamon or nutmeg, 
or a little of each. Sometimes, 
sliced parboiled sweet potatoes 
are combined with the other in- 
gredients.
